MTTSTWOBK FOB THE PAIR. 


Deeatur Lobbyists Wanted at the 


Capital—Go Down. 


A called meeting of the general com- 


mittee looking after the interests of De- 
catur in the contest for the state fair was 
held at the county treasurer's office last 
night, at which Chairman Hill presided. 
A letter of importance had been received 
from Senator Johns during the afternoon 
and it was deemed proper to consider the 
request at once. The Senator had been 
in Chicago on Sunday, where he learned 
that a meeting of the Chicago legislators 
and members of the state board of agri- 
culture had been held, when the state 
fair matter was discussed. It was ad- 
mitted there that the state fair could not 
be located in any one of the Chicago 
parks without a special act of the logisla- 
ture empowering the park commissioners 
to dispose of the ground for such pur- 
pose. It is not likely that such an act 
could be adopted, no matter how large u 
"slush fund" should be raised by the Lake 
City hotel men. At that meeting Mr. 
Johns writes, Thomas Cratty, a former 
Peorin lawyer, made an exhaustive argu- 
ment, advocating a combination between 
Chicago and Peoria, to prevent either 
Springfield or Deeatur from capturing 
the fair. The meeting failed to accom- 
plish anything. In the letter Mr. Johns 
urged that it was important that Deea- 
tur should send a large delegation of 
citizens —the larger the tetter—to Spring- 
field to-day and to-morrow, to work among 
the members of the legislature and make 
a strong claim for the 
fair. He says 


Chicago is practically out of the contest, 
and that thus fur the strikers for Spring- 
field and Peoria have the bulge. They 
boastfully assert that these two towns 
are the only earnest applicants for the 
fair, and declare that Deeatur is not in 
the contest because there are no citizens 
at the cnpitol working in her interests. 
The effect of this talk can easily be imag- 
ined. Senator Johns and Representa- 
tives Groson and Kretzinger are doing 
what they can to advance the claims of 
Decatur, but they should have some 
backing. 
Decatur citizens should go 


down to Springfield in sufficient num- 
bers to capture the town, and never let 
up until the representatives are made to 
realize that Decatnr is one of the liveli- 
est competitors in the ring. 


During the evening a telephone mes- 


sage was received from Senator Johns 
from Springfield again urging that a 
large delegation be sent down. Repre- 
sentative Grason was at the meeting, and 
he also urged the importance of this 
step. 


By a vote of the committee it was or- 


dered that a general invitataion be ex- 
tended to citizens to visit Springfield to- 
day and to-morrow and pnt in their best 
licks. Now is the time for effective work 
in the state fair matter. Decatur'schan- 
ces can be made as good as those of 
Peoria and Springfield, but it will re- 
quire work. The bill will be discussed 
in the House to-morrow. The fair may 
be located by act of the legislature. It 
is of vital importance that Deoatur should 
be boomed at once. There is no more 
effective way of accomplishing that end 
than by having 200 or MOO Decatur men 
al the hotels and at the cnpitol building 
making a fitir in herinterest.

train to-morrow morning. Make up your 
mind to go and take KB many men with 
you as possible.
